One 
of them it a hdxir cartoon each 
issue oonlributed-by the cartoonist 
of one of tlie Minneapolis daily 
papers. The first piic is an interest¬ 
ing lucce of work. It represents a 
partition wall, labelled "Lock of 
Confidence.” .And on one. tide is a 
capitalist surrounded by bags of 
money and packages of lank-bills— 
a nice fat gentleman, who locks at 
i{ lie knew how lo take it easy. Then 
on.the other side is a lean out-of- 
work workman, with his kittif tools 
in front of him. but no bags of ootn 
or pack^es of bank notes, and lie 
is out of work and starving. ()iv{ 
the wall over his head is a sign 
"What is Labor without Capital?” 
And over the (lead of the capitalist 
on the other side of the panttian is 
a sign reading "What is Capital 
without Labor?" .An interesting 
cartoon. It is inlcndei! by the editor 
to convey the idea that labor and 
capital cannot do without each 
otner and that the thing that keei>* 
them apart is—lack of confidence! 
The old gammon—the old fixid for 
gudgeons. But the discerning eye 
will see more in tlie cartoon tlan 
the capitaHsm-plra.sing Witor in¬ 
tend*. Those placard* on the wall 
are nicely answered bv the cartoon 
itself, al^iugh nninlrntionallv. 
"What is Capital w-itliont labor?’ 
it answ-ered by tlie picture below it 

_a fat capitalist surrounded with 

bags of com and surrounded w-ith 
luxurv—that answers tlie question 
a* to bow caiHtalism gets along 
without labor in rimes like these. 
And "What is labor without Cap- 
i^?" is also answered by iW 
rare below— -a gaunt workman sit¬ 
ting in poverty—that is (be ansorer 
true enough. The only way foritbe 
working people to have the cfoiffal. 
that is, to own the mcasw of profos- 
tion, is to owa it csUcctivcIy, for 


in the line of nanagcriaLcconomies. 

It is headed “The Man I’robleni,” 
and refers lo the business ''hand¬ 
ling" of “(iiinian wills and disjxist- 
lions.” The business nun is told 
that the company can give him 
valuable instruction in "how- to " 
tceigh. test and hire men, and meas¬ 
ure litem up as an employer —hoiy 
to marshal and dirrel tlicm in great ' 
bodies as a general nanager—how 
to coach them, enthuse them, keep 
them keyed-up lo the highest Zi'ork- 
ing fro/ieieney — as a su|x?rinten- 
dent. sales manager, deiartincnt 
heail—every phase of the man 
problem,” etc. And it also is pre¬ 
pared to instruct the capitalist “on 
how to dcvclo]! a strong, a coni- 
pelling. a dominant personal pres¬ 
ence. Big men wim have dealt ivith 
human nature in its every type, tell 
how to impress men. arouse them, 
interest them,.toot he themtoheu they 
ofe irritated, soften them token they- 
are prejudiced, "GET NEXT’ to 
them even when they are indi/Tcreni 
or arrogant. And finally persuade, 
eonciliate, eont-inee and mould them 
to \our way of TfUSKlSQ and 
aellngl"

stuff is a picture of a capiulixt 
sitting at a foto with hi* arm* 
clutcMag great bunches of work- < 
ingrnen, the man a mam. t)M firgrk- 
era.. pigmies, and heTore him a pofr 
of scales on which lie is w-eighhig 
more men to add to bis .store. Aoil 
the weights on the scales are money- , 
bags t Foch imn is txiing weighed 
to see how much money can be 
made out of him.

Capitalism is vumpirism. The 
capitalist doe* as he must under the 
syrtem, if he would remain a capi¬ 
talist. TIk workers submit only a* 
far as they must imder the sy-stnn, 
struggling with their united 
strength to raise tlxrir wage* ami 
citizenship against the counter 
power of the capitalistic interests 
that denund as cheap labor at pos¬ 
sible. And this exploitation of map 
by man, this unequal struggle must 
go on so long as the capitalist sys¬ 
tem continues. 

The hope for the w-orkers lies in 
the fact that social »-steins come 
ami go. The man w(io says capi¬ 
talism has always been and alirays . 
will be, is the stupidest of igno¬ 
ramuses. The capitalist system 
followed the feudal system and has 
only been on the stage of events, in 
fidi flower, a couple of centnries, 
more or less. Even now its comer- 
stone, eomperitieif; is begiiintjg to 
crumble before our eyes, and tlie 
next higher phase of civilization, 
the co-operative principle, is strug¬ 
gling to get on the stage.In,the 
meantime men will be fHerelv 
wares in tlie labor market, which 
tlie capitalist must gatlier to him¬ 
self for tlie purpose of squeezing 
all tlic profits possible out of them. 
'Ilie capitalist can wefoli labor but 
labor cannot weigh the capitalist.

R ECEXTI-Y this plain question was put to me: "WTiy are yon 
so mtcresteil in Socialism? Would you lie if you were a mil¬ 
lionaire?” 

. I can not answer the second part of the question, because 
I have no wa.y of knowing. There arc niiltionairrs who are Socialists. 
Itut ever since this question was asked me I have had a keen desire 
to answer the first pa.n of it as^tilly. and as plainly as 1 could. 

' fndustrial Erohilwit —/f Reason. 

I am Ih-ing in tlie year i<jo8. This is one reason why. Tlicre 
Were no SiKiaJisls in the year 1808, because there was little or no 
machinery to do the world’s work, and hence no factories where tliou- 
sands of toilers worked together collectively, |>roduccd in ahuralance 
collectively, and handed the product over to a few to l» disposed of 
individually: there was no such process a.s Ls toilay known as the divi¬ 
sion of labor, by which one workman sjicnl all his time making a 
single part of an article, which part in itself was utterly useless to 
him or to any one else until it was combined with proliahiy a hundred 
or more parts made by as niany other workmen; there were no rail¬ 
roads upon which society depended for tlie trans|>ortation of those 
things npon which it must live: there were no trlcgrafih or telephone 
lines, which society had foimil necessary to its comfort and existence. 

There was individual production with hanrl bxils, and all tlie 
parts of every article were made and put together by the same pcr.vm, 
and wlien complelcd wa.s owned by himself: there was trans|xirtation 
conducted hv tliolisaiids tiixm tiKxisaiids of individuals iqxiratiug stage 
coaches and wagons in all parts of tlie country: there were couriers 
and herahls, both mounted and afoot; every household was a miniature 
factoiy-, and made ncarlv everything npon which the health, comfort, 
and Kfe of its members depended; and with free access to an ahiind- 
ance of fertile land if wa.s impossible in 1808 for any man or set of 
men to threaten the life or happiness of any part of six-iely by monoji- 
oliring ami withholding the necessities of life, or by forcing upon so¬ 
ciety disca.se-iiffected clothing, or adulterated, and health-dcstroy- 
food. 

/fn .Ige When Comfetilion was Urnefieial. 

Tliis was the age of individual competition, .md in 1808 competi¬ 
tion was desirable and productive of gixKl, IiuJ whether all admit this 
statement or not. it was the law of tliat [wriod, and maintained until 
displaced by a higlidr indnstrial development. 

ft was really more the nature of emulation—each individual put¬ 
ting firth his Ixst efforts in order that he might find a more rcadv 
exeliange for his surplus output in the very limited market of his 
time. 

‘ Tile word Six-ialisni was coined and first nsed alss'it ihe midille 
of the niiwtcenth ceiitnrv. aUuit the time when our present factory sys¬ 
tem was Ixgiiiniiig lo slu|>c itself, so it imist be plain to all that if I 
bad lived in the year 1808 1 would njt have been a Sixialist either in 
game or in fact. 

i The Effect of }tahcmnery itpon the Orgmiieation of Society, 
and np)n Competition. 

Tlie reader may think by'Thii time that I am trying to plcatl help¬ 
lessness in tliis matter, and that I am claiming that Sixialism is be¬ 
ing forced upon me. If this is hi.s^icss, let him hold fast to it. let it 
be his constant ihjMight. for he is right, and Mxmer or later he will 
find that what is true of myself will also lie true of him-.If. 

5 >ome evidence will’ now be produced to show liow our environ¬ 
ment determines us. and how the manner in wliich a man gets hii 
living is resimnsible for his ideas and liis tlxiught. 

The last half of the nineteenth century surpas.sed all other 
perioils of the world’s histo^ in invention of’labor-saving machinery, 
anil in rciliicing the mode of proiluction of the ncressilics of life to a 
lystem, so that there has heen a total change in our industrial and 
economic life. .A.s a result.of this clungc the home is no longer a £»:- 
tory in any sense of that word. There is liardly anvthing made in it 
that its members use. Ooth is manufactured and ciothing and shoes 
are made at the factory on gigantic machines; not on the spmniug 
wheel and the hand loom, or at the cobbler’* bench. Plowa, hone- 
shoes', and farm implements are made by machinery on a large scale.

hs own tallow camllcs, pine knots, and kerosene lamp' as it hail in 1808. 
.And so on illustrations witiuiit end could be given 'sboiging that we 
have reached an age in which coni|K-tition is eliminate, and while there 
arc lliose *vho are pleading that coiiqietition is the making of tlie race 
and wlio want lo go hack to the goml old days of comixtition. and who 
are op|KPsed to Socialism liecaiise they say it is opposed 10 competition; 
nevertheless that form of coin|)etitiun which they seek is gone, having 
coRunitteil stiicule. So it matters not whether w 5 i<xialist is opposetl 
to it or whether he is not. It can not be lirought hark. 

Ihit the thing that is most important of all. and that is agitating 
the gray matter in the brain of so many, and that is forcing them to 
the same slate of miml as myself is that since all these things just 
mentioned are no longer made by myself, in my own home, but are pro¬ 
duced by others and controlled by others for their private gain, I am 
dqxndcnt on somelsuly for the very right to lire. My comfort, my 
pleasure, my hailjiineHS, m>- life is taken out of my own hands and 
placed at the mercy of a small, and ever decreasing number of men 
whose recklessness, raincity. and greed have by recent and muncrons 
investigations and reports b««i everything but comforting and assuring. 

IlccaiLsc I may he making only a part of some article, and not 
oiniing that part, or because 1 aoi engaged in working at some busi¬ 
ness in which I do not produce the necessities of life, I am presented

Plamless Program.

The industrial sitnariem is grow¬ 
ing worse instead of better. In 
every one of the industrial centers 
1 visited recently I found willing 
workers forced into the ranks of the 
unemployed by tens of thousands, 
and there was no indication of the 
Ksumptioo of business activity. 

In niiladelphia, Chicago, Pitts¬ 
burg, Cinrinnati, Buffalo, Detrtflt 
and Oveland—in all these cities 
which I recently visited I find the 
army of unemployed, and siich vast 
industries as the Carnegie Steel Co., 
National Tube Ca, Jones 4 Laugh- 
lin Co,, American Steel and Wire 
Co., American Steel Foundries, 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, Wes¬ 
tern Electric Company, Cramp 4 
Sons Ship Building Co., Laskawana 
Steel Co., Crnci& Steel Co. of 
America, Illinois Steel Co., and 
nearly every offier large •fadnstrial 
plant, practically idle and making 
rorther preparations to increase the 
number of idle workers. Wages 
too, have been reduced from 20 to 
60 per cent, especially at the Car- 
aeme C^pany’s plants.
